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OMeer’"Thompson Receives Terrible In- 
juries in an Encounter 


WITH 4 VERY DESPERATE NEGRO. 


His Assailant Leapd from a Fourth Story 
Window and Escapes -The OMcor’s 
‘Wounds Are Dangerots: | 


An athletic young negro, with the dis- 
tingulshing marks of red hair, sandy mus- 
tache, a freckled face and blue eyes, dealt 
Patrolman Austin Thompson two powerful 
blows over the head with a heavy iron and 
then leaphd from a four-story window 
and escaped yesterday afternoon. 

The negro left the officer senseless upon 
the floor and carried his pistol off with 
him. 

The encounter occurred in, a small room 
on the fourth floor of the General Electric 
The 


rietta street and Jones avenue. 


the officer was Sidney Marands, who was 
employed as a porter in the building. He 
is known to every officer on the police force 
and to a large number of citizens on ac- 
count of his unusual and striking appear 
ance. 

Officer Thompson was attempting to ar- 
rest Marands when he was hurt. Night 
before last Officers Walton and Thompson 
recovered two heavy coils of wire of 100 
pounds each, which they felt assured was 
stolen property. They found the wire in 
the basement of a building in that part of 
Marietta street known as Brooklyn and sent 
it to police headquarters to be turned over 
to the owner when found. 

After going on duty yesterday afternoon 
after 4 o’clock they began to investigate 
the mystery of the stolen wire. They were 
not long in securing information wuich led 
them to suspect the negro, Sidney Marands, 
of the robbery. They went to the oftice 
of the General Eltctric Company on the 
corner of Marietta street and Jones ave- 
nue and inguired for Marands. 

Manager Fred Miles told the officers 
that Marands was engaged in packing a 
bill of goods for shipment on the fourth 
floor. The otticers separated, Patrolman 
Walton awaiting downstairs to stop the 
negro if he should run out, and Patrolman 
N oing up to the fourth floor 
with ‘ iles. They knew they had a 
desperate negro to deal with and moved 
cautiously. 

In a rear room on the fourth floor of 
the building Marands was found at work. 
The patrolman and Mr. Miles were at his 
side before he was aware of their ap- 
proach. 

“I want you to go with me,” said the 
Officer quietly. 

Marands stood at the time beside a big 
box, a heavy iron nail puller in his hand, 
As the officer spoke he — forward and 
with an oath he struck at Thompson vici- 
ously. The heavy iron instrument struck 
Thompson squarely on the left side of 
12 and the latter fell to the floor like

“Stop, Sidney,” said Miles, don't do 
that. 


Marands's only answer was to draw 
back the iron and strike at Mr. Miles.

Marands, then, turned his attention 
Patrolman Thompson, who, by this time, 
had risen to his feet blood streaming down 
his cheeks from the ugly, crimson mark 
on his head. The officer had drawn his re- 
volver and stood holding it in his trembling 
hand, Undaunted by the sight’ of the 
@rawn revelver, Marands again made a furi- 
ous assault upon Thompson.. With 
the iron drawn back over his 
shoulders, his ugly eyes flashing like a de- 
mon, Marands made a second blow at the 
officer. The iron struck the officer on the 


hand which held the pistol, and it fell to the 


for. A third lick on the head felled 
Thompson to the floor a second time. 

Like a er Marands leaped upon the 
prostrate form of the officer. They grappled 
and a desperate — ys ensued. $i ering 
from loss of blood, and stunned from the two 
powerful blows he had received, Thompson 
was no, match for the powerful negro. In a 
minutes time he was beaten into a state of 
insensibility. Marands sprang to his feet 
with Thompson’s pistol in his hand. 

Miles was without any weapon and he 
ran down the stairway to summon Patrol- 
man Walton. As he reached the ground 
floor he was amazed to see Marands running 
rapidly across the vacant lot to the rear of 
the building. A half minute and he was 
lost among the lines of freight cars on the 
railroad tracks. 

Puzzled over Marands’s lightning-like de- 
scent from the top floor of the building, 
Patrolman Walton and Mr Miles began an 
investigation. Certain that he did not de- 
scend by the stairway they were forced 
to believe that he leaped from the window 
to the ground, or dropped down the elevator 
shaft, clinging to the cable. Anyway, he 
reached the ground in good running condi- 
tion and made off as fast as he could go. 

Patrolman Walton carried his brother 
officer to Sharp Brothers’ drug store, where 
his wounds were dressed. The city ambu- 
lance was then called and Thompson was 
sent to his home on Jeannette street. His 
wounds are dangerous, and the physicians 
fear that the wounds may grow extremely 
serious. 

A well organized search was made for 
Marands last night. The city was scoured 
in search of the negro. Telegrams were 
sent to a number of places describing his 
personal appearance. He is about thirty- 
two years of age and is known to be a des- 
perate character. 

The wire recovered by the officers is 
valued at about $800.

Georgia the Joker's Victim. 

An Atlanta subscriber writes to inquire 
the nature of the humorous attacks that 
have been made on Georgia and the 
south in the forthern and eastern papers. 

To some extent, the inquiry is belated. 
Had it come to us two weeks, or even ten 
days, ago, we could have filled a page of 
The Constitution with specimens of these 
attacks any day in the week. But the 
editors and their contributors seem to be 
fatigued. They have been hammering 
away so persistently that their efforts 
are beginning to pall on them. Or, it 
may be, they are taking a short recess 
from their labors in order to renew them 
with keener zest hereafter. 

At any rate, in looking over our northern 
and eastern exchanges yesterday, we 
were ynable to find more than three or 
four columns of the so-called jokes that 
are aimed at Georgia and her public 
men. From this mass, we make a small 
selection, in order to give our Atlanta 
subscriber, and others who may have 
their doubts about the matter, an oppor- 
tunity to judge whether The Constitution 
has magnified the nature and extent of 
the shafts aimed at this state and at the 
south by the would-be wits of the north. 

We do not print this modest selection 
from the mass on account of any interest 
it may have for our readers. We print 
it for their information—to show them 
the nature and extent of the sinister 
methods of the jokers. 

We had purposed to enter an indignant 
protest against these jokes that run 
ritously toward calumny. But to what 
end? Would not the protest, though it 
hive all the gravity of wounded indigna- 
tion, be interpreted as a joke? Can we 
or any other Georgian, no matter how 
overshadowing our solemnity may be, 
ever expect to be taken seriously again? 
Never before in the history of the re- 
public has such a spectacle been seen as 
that which has been going on in the 
newspapers of the north during the past 
six weeks. : 

The tendency to treat Georgia and 
Georgia statesmen as 4 joke seems to be 
growing and spreading, and it has in- 
fected some of our native editors. The 
Rome Tribune, as solemn as a funeral 
Bermon on all other subjects, refuses to 
take The Constitution seriously when it 
demands justice for Georgia in the dis- 
tribution of offices. The contagion is in 
the air, and nobody knows where it will 
end. , 


Chairman Atkinson Speaks. 

We print elsewhere, from The Wash- 
ington Post, a brief report of an inter- 
view with Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, speaker 
of the Georgia house, anf chairman of 
the state democratic committee. 

The report is brief, but it is very mtch 
to the point. Short as it is, it is long 
enough to give Mr. Atkinson an oppor- 
tunity to illuminate the situation in Geor- 
gia. It need not be said that ne speaks 
by the card. During the last campaign, 
he was one of the most active and vigor- 
ous figures in the state contest, and to 
him, perhaps more than to any single 
individual, is due the victory won in 
Georgia. He is thoroughly familiar with 
the temper and feelings of our people. 
He knows what pledges it was necessary 
to make in order to hold the farmers in 
line, and he knows that, unless these 
pledges are redeemed within a reasonable 
time, the party will have trouble not 
only in Georgia, but in every state in 
the south. 


ARinging Declaration. 


The Philadelphia Times, whose editor 
is a warm friend of Mr. Clevéland, and 
in close personal relations with him, 
quotes the president as making this re- 
mark: “I do not want it to be said of 
my second administration that I have 
sought to perpetuate an office-holding 
dynasty in this country.” 

This is the kind of talk the democrats 
like to hear. It is as refreshing as the 
breeze that blows from the sea during 
the hot days of summer. It justifies 
what The Constitution has said all along, 
that Mr. Cleveland agrees with the party 
in repudiating that interpretation of civil 
service reform which would perpetuate 
in this republic an office-holding dynasty. 

It ig trne that the president made this 
remark in explanation of his refusal to 
reappoint the men who held office under 
his first administration, but it applies 
with a force, at once terrible and irre- 
sistible, to those republican spoilsmen 
who were in office under Mr. Cleveland’s 
first administration, and who have been 
holding on ever since 

These spoilsmen constitute the growing 
germ of an office-holding dynasty, and 
there can be no doubt that Mr. Cleveland 
will turn them out as rapidly as his other 
duties will permit. The remark we have

been displayed in recent exposures made 
by The Washington Post. 

It is a system that invites corruption in 
all its parts, and the country will rejoice 
that Mr. Cleveland, thus early in his 
second administration, deems it necessary 
to give notice that he will have no hand 
in perpetuating an office-holding dynasty. 
His declaration is sound, sensible and 
timely. In short, it is an evidence that 
Mr. Cleveland intends to see that the 
people are dealt with justly and fairly. 

Another form of injustice, which is as 
objectionable as an office-holding dy- 
nasty, is the distribution of offices that 
belong, under the civil service laws to 
Georgia, among other states. This in- 
justice is the result of republican 
ehicanery and corruption, and we inter- 
pret Mr. Cleveland’s ringing declaration 
to mean that he is eager not only to 
prevent the perpetuation of an office- 
holding dynasty, but to reform any evil 
that is brought to his attention. We 
have no fear but he will set Georgia 
right in the matter of offices that right- 
fully belong to the state under an equit- 
able apportionment. There are 80,000 
political offices, not including postoffices, 
and Georgia’s fair share of these is 2,487.

An Old Text with Variations. 

Instead of advising the farmers to 
plant less cotton, some of our contem- 
poraries are urging them to produce their 
own supplies in the matter of food crops 
and hogs. 

The Monroe Advertiser is on this line. 
It declares that it is not crying out against 
the overproduction of cotton, but it in- 
sists that the farmers should produce 
enough bread and meat to feed the entire 
south, and then, if they feel inclined to 
run their cotton crop up to ten, or even 
forty, million bales, let them go ahead 
and do it. But let cotton be made a 
secondary consideration. The Advertiser 
says: 

In the ante-bellum period, with slave labor, 
the Georgia planter who failed to feed his 
family, his cows, his horses, mules, hogs and 
chickens, on the products of his farm, did 
not prosper financially; such plenters have 
not prospered since the war—are not prosper- 


ing now; and hence, 'tis safe to infer they 
never can. 


On the contrary, whenever you find a south- 
ern planter now who has not bought but has 
grown his food products all the time, you 
will find one who is not in financial distress 
and who is not eternally croaking and com- 
plaining. 


The point is also made that, when 
southern farmers produce their supplies, 
they will not be forced by their necessities 
to rush their cotton to market and sell it 
for less than the cost of its production. 

There is sound sense in this advice, and 
it is safe to predict that, if our planters 
Will first raise their needed food products, 
and then all the cotton they can, they 
will live comfortably and independently, 
and have cash to spare. It is idle to Say 
that the merchants will, or can, prevent 
the farmers from adopting this policy. 
They would not do so if they could, and 
they could not do so if they would. 


An Opposition “Machine.” 

Some of the politicians who pretend to 
know Mr. Cleveland’s mind, and whose 
utterances are quoted because of their 
semi-official flavor, are in danger of get- 
ting themselves into something of a mud- 


dle. They are so voluble that they are 


in danger of forgetting that consistency 
gets its reputation largely by consisting. 
In hundreds of instances, recently, 
these persons who go about in the garb 
of semi-officialism have not only contra- 
dicted themselves, but have flown boldly 
in the face of Mr. Cleveland’s well- 
known views and intentions, forgetting 
that the president is not concerning him- 
self very deeply with the whims and no- 
tions of the small manipulators who 
imagine that they see in the situation a 
good opportunity to build themselves up 
at the expense of the administration. 
The iatest instance of the flat contra- 
dictions that are bandied about among 


‘the semi-official promulgators is to be 


found in the Albany correspondence of 
The New York Herald, where it is stated 
that the personal friends of Mr. Robert 
E. Maxwell, fourth assistant postmaster 
general, “say openly that his plan is to 
build up a new machine in New York 
state on the basis of federal patronage.” 
The correspondent further stgtes that 
these friends & Mr. Maxwell say that 
none of the patronage of his department 
is to be “misplaced.” 

The inference is that the “personal 
friends” of Mr. Maxwell who are making 
these statements are the mugwumps and 
anti-snappers who have been figuring as 
the gentlemen ushers of Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration. Butit is not so very long 
ago that this same element was busily 
engaged in denouncing “the machine” in 
politics, forgetting or ignoring the fact 
that the democratic organization is a 
vast machine, composed of smaller ma- 
chines, all of them necessary to the work 
of putting democratic principles in opera- 
tion in the administration of the govern- 
ment. The cry of these anti-snappers 
was “Down with the machine!” but the 
crusade failed to meet the sympathy of 
Mr. Cleveland and his closest friends, 
for, through Mr. Whitney and others, he

The truth is, Mr. Cleveland is under 
far greater obligations to the much- 
abused “machine” in New York than he 
is to the mugwumps and anti-snappers, 
and he knows it.

We should 
like to get at the trué*status of the mug- 
wumps on this machine question. 


A Government of Liars. 

The psalmist was doubtless right when 
he said “All men are liars,“ but people 
do not Uke a personal application of this 
great truth. 

In a debate in the French chamber of 
deputies, the other day, M. Deroulede 
stirred up a good deal of feeling by com- 
plaining that the official report of one 
of the Panama debates had suppressed 
his expression that the administration 
was “a government of liars.” 

When the deputy made this point, M. 
Tirard, the minister of finance, shook 
his fist at him and shouted abusive 
epithets. A general uproar followed, and, 
when M. Tirard proposed that the deputy 
should be censured and temporarily ex- 
cluded from the house, Deroulede said he 
would go to the country and proclaim 
that the chamber was thirsting for liars, 
and would not listen to the truth. 
Finally, however, at the request of the 
president, he withdrew the offensive 
words. 

But the phrase will stick.

We Must Keep Our Pledges. 

The editor of The Kansas City Times 
predicts that Kansas, in the near future, 
will be a democratic state. The supposed 
temporary revolt against the republicans 
promises to be permanent. Conservative 
citizens are alarmed at the turmoil caused 
by the populists, and that party has 
already lost such a large percentage of 
its voters that it is totally disorganized, 
and is on the verge of disruption. The 
people are democratic on the tariff and 
other leading questions, and The Times 
editor does not hesitate to say that, if 
this administration satisfies public opinion 
in these matters, Kansas will be a demo- 
cratic state.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, March 17.—The undertone of 
speculation ut the stock exchange today was 
decidedly stronger, Althougu several sharp 
reactions occurred, the tendency of prices was 
upward and at intervals there wus an ap- 
1 to buoyancy in certain parts vf the 
ist. The dominant intluence was the marked 
change for the better in the condition of the 
local money market. Apprehensions had been 
felt in certain quarters that efforts might be 
made to effect a squeeze in money for the 
pores of depressing stocks and forcing 
iquidations in the latter. This caused hesi- 
tancy on the part of those whose natural in- 
clinations were to buy for a turn, and the sup- 
position that after so great a decline as has 
recently taken place, this ought to bé a sub- 
stantial rally. 

It was not until leading houses appeared as 
heavy leaders that confidence was restored, 
but as soon as the danger of a squeezé was 
over prices went up rapidly.

It's a cold day when something new is not 
sprung in Atlanta, In some of the western 
towns there have been elections by the peo- 
ple for postmaster, but the idea never come 
south until the day after Postmaster Bissell 
indicated through The Constitution that 
he would like to have the people of the city 
intimate their preference for postmaster. 

The suggestion created quite a ripple 
among the peopl wf Atlanta who had been 
importuned s often to sign thé many peti- 
tions that are being circulated by tiie 
friends of the different candidates, and dur- 
ing the day it was freely discussed on the 
streets by every one. Some were interest- 
ed in it because it wonld put an end to the 
circulation of petitions, while others were 
delighted because of the novelty of the 
event. 

That Atlanta should be the first town or 
eity in the south to adopt this method of se- 
curing a postmaster seemed but natural to 
all who discussed it. 

At first there was some doubt as to the 
manner in which such an election could be 
held, but in a short time after the old poli- 
ticians got hold of the matter the clouds 
of darkness were dissipated. 

“Why,” said one of them, “its the easiest 
thing in the world to do. On the 13th we 
are to have a county election of bonds. On 
that same day the election for a postmaster 
can be held and all the voting can be done 
at the same place. Just supply two ballot 
boxes, one for the county election and one 
for the postmaster’s election, and when a 
man comes up to vote for the bonds he can 
vote for the postmaster he wants. See? 
Some of those who come out to vote for 
fhe bonds only would take, the opportunity 
to vote for the postmaster, while there are 
those who would not go out to vote for the 
bonds if they were not drawn out by the 
election for the postmaster, The same 
managers could conduct the two elections, 
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and in this way it would all pass off as nice- 
ly and smoothly ag anything could.”

“The other woman, who is said to have 
first right to the title of Mrs. Petty, lives 
in Fairchild county, Ohio, and is said to 
have married Petty six years ago. Petty 
left his Ohio home, where he was raised, 
immediately after his marriage, and never 
turned up there afterwards. 

He enlisted in the United States army 
service three years ago, and came to At- 
lanta two years and a half ago. He was 
stationed at Fort McPherson. There he 
is well known, having served there until 
February 2d last. His term for which he 
had enlisted was not expired, but he pur- 
chased his discharge with money he had 
saved out of his meager salary, and was 
allowed to go earlier than his time. 

The cause of Soldier Petty’s desire to 
sever his connection with Uncle Sam's

The en- 
gineers, however, do not seem to fear that 
the matter will take this turn. They are 
doing very little talking, however, and ap- 
pear to have adopted as their motto, 
“Acts, Not Words.” 

In the event of a strike by the engineers 
will the firemen join them? This is an in- 
teresting question which only the future can 
answer.

THE STATUS OF THE BERESFORD CASE 


Just How It Stands—Other News and Per- 
sonal Notes of the Day in the 
City on the Hills. 


Rome, Gn., March 17,—(Special.}—An 
old negro hermit met a horrible death a 
few miles from Rome last night. 

For several years old Tom Howard, a 
negro man, who has lived for nearly eighty 
years in Floyd county, for a long time has 
been unable to do any work. He lived in 
a log cabin on Mr. John Johnson’s place, 
a few miles from Rome, on Armuchee 
creek. The cabin stood in a lonely place on 
the bank of the creek, and was not often 
visited by anybody in the community. 

The old hermit spent most of his time in 
his cabin when the weather was bad and 
depended for a living mainly on what his 
neighbors gave him. He slept on a pallet 
of old quilts in front of the fireplace, and 
for several days had been unable to leave 
his cabin. A stroke of paralysis took away 
the use of his legs and arms and he was 
left perfectly helpless. .His white friends 
gave him wood and food. 

This morning a tenant who lives on Mr. 


and found only a heap of smouldering em- 
bers where the cabin had stood. He se- 
cured a pole and raked the ashes aside 
and found the bones and charred remains 
of the old negro, who had perished in the 
fire. The bones and charred remains were 
taken up and were buried on the farm near 
the bank of the creek where the old man 
had lived. It is supposed that the quilts 
of his pallet caught fire and he was una- 
ble to put them out and was compelled to 
lay there helpless and watch the progress 
of the fire which sent him into eternity.

Started Them. 
LOTS OF SUITS AGAINST JOHN CONLEY 


Once Friends Array Themselves Against 
Hach Other—Even the Lawyers 
‘Became Involved. 


The end of an old story came up before 
Judge Marshall Clarke yesterday morning 
in the case of Coloenl A. E. Buck and Mr. 
Miké Maher against Jöhn Conley, editor of 
the alliance paper at East Point, for the 
recovery of money. 

The jury was instructed by Judge Clarke 
that there could be but one legal verdict, 
returned, and that was in favor 
of the plaintiff. The jury act- 
ed in concordance with the judge's 
opinion and Colonel Buck was given a ver- 
dict of $3,000 and interest, and Mr. Maher 
was given the amount sued for, $700, and 
interest. 

No sooner had the verdict been returned 
than Mr. Conley gave notice that he 
would move for a new trial. 

The case had a beginning years ago, When 
The Post-Appeal, which was first an af- 
ternoon and then a morning paper, was un- 
der the management ö Mr. Marcellus 
Thornton. After flourishing for some time, 
like a green bay tree, the paper became 
embarrassed financially and Mr. Thornton 
turned fhe outfit over to Mr. Moore. Mr. 
Moore then sold the paper to Mr. John 
Conley. When Mr. Thornton learned that 
his paper was in the hands of Mr. Conley 
he sued out a bail trover against Mr. Con- 
ley, claiming that the transfer from Mr. 
Moore to him was fraudulent, us Mr. 
Moore only held the property for Mr. Thorn- 
ton’? benefff. 

Under the bai] trover action Mr. Conley. 
had three alternatives. He could either 
make bond in the sum of $6,000, double the 
amount of the property, surrender’ the 
property to Thornton or go to jail. The 
course taken by Conley was to give bond, 
and his three bondsmen were his father, 
Benjamin Conley, Colonel A. E. Buck at 
Nr. Mike Maher, 

In the suit that followed the action in 
trover the case was won by Mr. Thornton, 
Wo obtained a judgment against Mr. Con- 
ley. In the meantime Conley had given a 
mortgage to Colonel Buck and Mr. Maher 
in order to indemnify them against any 
loss. Another thing Also took 
place in the Tifile in- between created by the 
dilference in the time of filing the bail 
trover and the hearing of the case. And 
during this temporary recess Conley 
disposed of the mortgaged property. Con- 
ley's bondsmen were of course responsible, 
and were obliged to make the amount good, 
Colonef Buck paying $3,000 and Mr. Ma- 
her $3,000. 

some More Trouble for Conley. 

Rtier Thortnon had been given a verdict 
against Conley, and it was developed that 
the mortgaged property had been disposed 
of, Maher decided to take a hand in the 
— and arranged himself vs. Con- 


ey. 

This, of course, did not please Conley, so 
he began to look abouf for a way to retal- 
iate. It didn’t take him long to map out 
his plan and he brought charges | against 
Maher before the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association. of which organjzation they 
were both members. 

The charges were followed by counter-char- 
ges and the whole matter was before the 
Confederate Veterans for several weeks and 
much bad feeling was engendered by the 
two men and both gradually drifted out of 
the circle of their relations with the asso- 
ciation. 

The case against Conley for selling mort- 
gaged property came up before Jude Van 
Epps in the city court and Conley was found 
guilty. He was ordered, as in such cases, 
to pay an amount double that sued for, 
$6,000, as a fine. A new trial was applied 
for, but was not granted, so Conley took 
the case to the supreme court with the result 
that the decision of the lower court was 
aftirmed. 

Conley declared his inability to pay the 
fine and surrendered to the sheriff, saying 
that he was ready and willing to go to work 
in the chaingang. The friends of Conley, 
however, came to his rescue, and, though 
he protested against it, they paid his fine 
and Conley resumed the publication of his 
paper, then called The Plowboy. 

During all this the fi. fas. of Thornton 
against Conley had been transferred to Colo- 
nel Buck and Maher and some of Conley’s 
property was levied on. 

And this brings the string of transactions 
up to date, the case decided today being that 
of Colonel Buck and Maher. 

Colonel Buck claimed that he had never 
been paid a cent of his $3,000 and Maher 
claimed that there was still several hundred 
dollars due him, with interest. The attor- 
neys for Colonel Buck and Maher were 
Arnold & Arnold, members of which firm 
had a difficulty with Conley in this same 
case. 

Conley spoke in his own behalf and was 
aided by Messrs. Pike Hill and Hodson.
